State budget 
impasse affects 
area child care

With the California state 
budget in a seemingly con- 
stant state of limbo, many 
state-funded child care 
providers in Mendocino and 
Lake counties are living 
first-hand the difficulties of 
doing business without 
funding. 

North Coast Opportuni- 
ties, Inc. serves 734 children 
each month, including 422 
in Mendocino County and 
312 in Lake County. NCO 
also pays 476 child care 
providers each month in 
areas like family child care 
home providers and child 
care centers, but with no 
funding from the state NCO 
is having trouble providing 
funds. 

Each month, NCO pays 
$565,000 in payments to 
child care providers 
throughout Mendocino and 
Lake counties. And even 
with a budget, funding is 
still sometimes a hit-or-miss 
situation at NCO. According 
to Denise Gorny, NCO rural 
communities child care 
director, even as of July 1, 
when the 2007-2008 budget 
year began, the budget prob- 
lems were there. Gorny said 
NCO could only send 
providers a half paycheck in 
July because of a glitch at 
the state level, which further 
complicated an already try- 
ing situation. 

“The biggest problem is 
that we cannot send the 
providers their reimburse- 
ment for caring for kids,” 
Gorny said. “The checks 
that come are like a three- 
month advance, and in 
essence we aren’t able to 
give them their paychecks. 
We literally can’t pay our 
bills without a state budget. 
It affects so many business- 
es in the two counties, you 
can’t even imagine.” 

One of the businesses 
feeling the effects of the 
slow-moving Senate is 
Catherine Hatch’s Hatch 
Family Day School on Lake 
Mendocino Drive. Hatch 
helps to serve children with 
ages ranging from 1-12. The 
four-acre day school pro- 
vides child care, preschool 
and a summer camp, while 
also providing the children 
with a chance to get 
involved with community 
events and hiking. 

But Hatch said continu- 
ing at a normal level has 
been tough without funding 
from the state. She said she 
has used her own personal 
savings to help provide food 
for her students

Assembly 
speaker 


threatens 
GOP gains

SACRAMENTO — 
The impasse over the 
state’s long-overdue bud- 
get turned heated Wed- 
nesday when the Demo- 
cratic leader of the 
Assembly said Repub- 
licans would lose the 
gains they had won previ- 
ously if they fail to end 
the stalemate quickly. 

“Political hostage-tak- 
ing is not the way to do 
business, and we can’t 
reward it,” said Assembly 
Speaker Fabian Nunez, 
recently returned from a 
European vacation. “I’m 
not going to support it. I 
won’t do it.” 

The Legislature was 
supposed to pass a budget 
by June 15 and send it to 
the governor in time for 
the July 1 start of the fis- 
cal year. 

But Senate Repub- 
licans have refused to 
support the $145 billion 
spending plan after it 
passed the Assembly on 
July 20. They have held 
out for additional spend- 
ing cuts and sought con- 
cessions on a variety of 
issues, some of which 
have little to do with the 
state budget. 

Nunez warned Repub- 
licans that they risk los- 
ing what they had gained 
in the negotiations that 
led to the budget deal 
passed by the Assembly. 
That includes a package 
of tax incentives for

“Our children need to be 
first before anything else.

Alternative Education teacher encountering roadblocks to learning

Robin Leler has been a part-time 
teacher with the Mendocino County 
Office of Education’s Alternative 
Education Program for four years, 
helping give Ukiah and Willits stu- 
dents a chance to continue their edu- 
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* ; * 
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cation when certain circumstances 
won’t allow them to return to public 
school. 

“T want to provide the students with 
a proper education, no matter what the 
circumstance may be,” Leler said. 

Leler works with 12 to 15 students 
each year in eighth grade all the way 


through their senior year, but now 
after four years of working in con- 
junction with the MCOE, Leler is 
dealing with a two-fold problem. 

On one hand, Leler said she has 
trouble getting copies of MCOE- 
approved textbooks, and on the other 
hand when Leler does receive the 


books they often aren’t appropriate for 
the one-on-one style of independent 
learning her teaching offers. 

In a letter written to the MCOE, 
Leler detailed her plight in obtaining 
books during the 2006-2007 school 
year: 

“At our monthly staff meeting we

pointed out that we had not received 
the character-based learning books 
and were limited to whatever titles we 
could scrounge from other classrooms 
when they finished the units.

Man sentenced for shooting at judge

EUREKA — A man was 
sentenced to more than 32 
years in prison for shooting at 
two people, including a judge 
who was on a fishing trip on 
the Klamath River. 

Loren McKinnon was con- 
victed in May of attempted 
murder and multiple burglary 
and weapons charges. He was 
sentenced Monday to 32 years 
and 8 months. 

Prosecutors said McKin- 
non opened fire at Humboldt 
County Superior Court Judge 
Harold Neville and a woman 
when they spotted him break- 
ing into unoccupied vehicles. 
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McKinnon pulled out a 
shotgun and fired multiple 
times at their vehicle, and 
Neville, who was armed, fired 
back, authorities said. No one 
was injured. 
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Shuttle blasts off with teacher aboard, 
carrying out dream of Christa McAuliffe 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — Space shuttle Endeavour 
roared into orbit Wednesday carrying teacher-astronaut Barbara 
Morgan, who was finally fulfilling the dream of Christa 
McAuliffe and the rest of the fallen Challenger crew. 

Endeavour and its crew of seven rose from the seaside pad at 
6:36 p.m., right on time, and pierced a solidly blue sky. They 
are expected to reach the international space station on Friday. 

Once Endeavour was safely past the 73-second mark of the 
flight, the moment when Challenger exploded shortly after the 
call “Go at throttle up,” Mission Control exclaimed that Morgan 
was “racing toward space on the wings of a legacy.” 

Immediately after the shuttle reached orbit, Mission Control 
announced: “For Barbara Morgan and her crewmates, class is in 
session.” 

Morgan, now 55, was McAuliffe’s backup for Challenger’s 
doomed launch in 1986. Even after two space shuttle disasters, 
she never swayed in her dedication to NASA and the agency’s 
on-and-off quest to send a schoolteacher into space. She rock- 
eted away in the center seat of the cabin’s lower compartment, 
the same seat that had been occupied by McAuliffe. 

McAuliffe’s mother, Grace Corrigan, watched the launch on 
TV from her home in Massachusetts. “I’m very happy that it 
went up safely,” she said. “We all send her our love,” she added, 
her voice breaking. 

More than half of NASA’s 114 Teacher-in-Space nominees in 
1985 gathered at the launch site, along with hundreds of other 
educators. 

Also on hand was the widow of Challenger commander Dick 
Scobee. She said earlier in the day that she would be praying 
and pacing at liftoff and would not relax until Morgan was safe- 
ly back on Earth in two weeks. 

The Challenger crew “would be so happy with Barbara 
Morgan,” June Scobee Rodgers said. “It’s important that the 
lessons will be taught because there’s a nation of people wait- 
ing, still, who remember where they were when we lost the 
Challenger and they remember a teacher was aboard.” 


Utah mine executive says rescue 
operations within 1,000 feet of 6 trapped 


HUNTINGTON, Utah (AP) — Crews hoping to get food and 
air to six coal miners drilled to within about 1,000 feet of the 
trapped men Wednesday, and hoped to reach them in two days, 
one of the mine’s owners said. 

It still wasn’t known whether the miners were alive more 
than two days after the initial cave-in, said Bob Murray, chair- 
man of Murray Energy Corp., co-owner of the Crandall Canyon 
mine. 

But the progress was substantially better than the night 
before, when crews had to halt drilling because of unstable 
ground. 

Teams also were drilling a second larger hole that could be 
used to get food to the miners, 1,500 feet below the surface. 
And efforts to clear tunnels leading to the chamber where the 
men were believed trapped were to resume in the afternoon, 
Murray said. 

He said it would take a week to get to the miners by clearing 
the tunnels. 
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Firm that provided epoxy blamed in 
tunnel death indicted on manslaughter 


BOSTON (AP) — The company that provided the epoxy 
blamed in the fatal Big Dig tunnel collapse was indicted 
Wednesday in the death of a motorist crushed by ceiling panels. 

Powers Fasteners Inc. was charged with one count of invol- 
untary manslaughter, Attorney General Martha Coakley said. 
The Brewster, N.Y.-based firm is the only company involved in 
the construction and design of the tunnel to be indicted by a 
Suffolk County grand jury, Coakley said, noting that the inves- 
tigation remains open. 

A report from the National Transportation Safety Board 
released last month found the July 10, 2006, collapse could 
have been avoided if designers and construction crews had con- 
sidered that the epoxy holding support anchors for the panels 
could slowly pull away over time. 

Milena Del Valle, 39, was killed when 26 tons of concrete 
panels and hardware crashed from a tunnel ceiling onto her car 
as she and her husband drove through the westbound Interstate 
90 tunnel. Her husband crawled out of the rubble with minor 
injuries. 

Prosecutors said Powers Fasteners knew the type of epoxy it 
marketed and sold for the nearly $15 billion project was unsuit- 
able for the weight it would have to hold, but never told project 
managers. 


Rainstorm wallops New York City 
area, cripples transit system 


NEW YORK (AP) — Torrential rain blamed for at least one 
death flooded subways and rail lines and delayed flights early 
Wednesday at New York’s three major airports and thousands of 
commuters were stranded for two hours or more. 

Wind and heavy rain toppled trees onto cars and streets, 
caused scattered power outages and left some shops shuttered 
and businesses struggling with shortages of workers. 

Police Commissioner Raymond Kelly said officers had to 
use crowd-control tactics to keep the peace. Groups of officers 
directed commuters from subway stations where trains weren’t 
running and at bus stops jammed with people jostling to get on 
board. 

A woman who got stuck in an underpass was killed when her 
car was struck by another vehicle, Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
said. The mayor said buildings were damaged in parts of 
Brooklyn, including a roof ripped off a church. 

“I don’t know that God had rush hour in mind when the 
storms hit,” Bloomberg said at news conference in a Brooklyn 
neighborhood where the National Weather Service was trying 
to determine whether a tornado had struck.

cameras are used not only for 
fire scenes but for search and 
rescue efforts as well. 

The hand held devices weigh 
only three to four pounds and 
look like a gas mask crossed 
with a video camera. “They are 
built for crawling on hands and 
knees,” says Hession who is 
impressed with how many ways 
the cameras have improved the 
handling of fires. The four by 
three inch screen on the back of 
the camera reveals an image 


created by outlines of different 
heat values and while the details 
of a face won't be apparent, you 
can see the outline of a human 
body passed out under a cloud 
of smoke. 

“The camera can locate vic- 
tims or the source of a fire,” says 
Hession. “There can be smoke 
from ceiling to floor and the fire 
might not be in that room. The 
camera allows you to see the 
extreme temperature of the fire 
and you can put it out at the 
source.”

Hession has a long list of 
benefits that he and his crew 
have experienced with the use 
of the cameras. And while sav- 
ing lives is at the top of the list, 
less time spent putting out fires 
definitely comes in second. 
“When you put out a field fire, 
you go through after and do a 
mop-up turning over sections, 
checking for embers and satu- 
rating the field with water just in 
case.” The cameras help cut 
down on time and conserve

This letter is not an attempt to under- 
mine her points, in fact, in most instances I 
agree with the fundamentals of her argu- 
ments, but I cannot join in her enthusiastic 
condemnation of the entire Board. 

First, it must be noted that one of the 
Supervisors wasn’t even in office during 
the ‘Great Ball Fiasco,’ so I hardly find it 
suitable for him to be doled out an equal 
share of blame for something in which he 
had no control over. Furthermore, two of 
the current Board members categorically 
opposed the costly and questionable termi- 
nation of Ball; shouldn’t credit be given 
where credit is due? 

Second, while I admit the Supervisors 
salary increase was done with the same 
level of tact as a bag full of bricks to the 
head, I must insist that they are indeed enti- 
tled to pay increases just like any other 
government employee. It must be taken 
into account that the Supervisors do not 
have a bargaining unit, union representa- 
tion, or virtually any form of advocacy in 
which to ensure they are given a fair com- 
pensation for their duties. Perhaps if they 
had insisted the raises take effect after the 
majority of the Board had termed, this 
would have quelled the public’s perception 
of greedy hands dipping into the public 
coffer. Again, I feel I must remind you that 
it was not an unanimous Board that voted 
in a salary increase.

Partisanship 


at its worst 


The distinguishing characteristic of this Congress 
was on vivid display the other day when the House 
debated a bill to expand the federal program that pro- 
vides health insurance for children of the working 
poor. 

Even when it is performing a useful service, this 
Congress manages to look ugly and mean-spirited. So 
much blood has been spilled, so much bile stockpiled 
on Capitol Hill that no good deed goes untarnished. 

The State Children’s Health Insurance Program 
(SCHIP) is a 10-year-old proven success. Originally a 
product of bipartisan consensus, passed by a 
Republican Congress and signed by President Bill 
Clinton, it was one of the last domestic achievements 
before Monica and impeachment fever seized control. 

It is up for renewal this year, and suddenly has 
become a bone of contention. President Bush under- 
funded it in his budget; the $4.8 billion extra he pro- 
posed spending in the next five years would not 
finance insurance even for all those who are currently 
being served. 

But when the Senate Finance Committee proposed 
boosting the funding to $35 billion -- financed by a 
hefty boost in tobacco taxes -- Bush threatened a veto, 
and he raised the rhetorical stakes by claiming that the 
measure was a step toward “government health insur- 
ance.” 

That was surprising news to Republican Sens. 
Chuck Grassley of Iowa and Orrin Hatch of Utah, two 
staunch conservatives who had joined in sponsoring 
the Senate bill, which enjoyed a 17-4 margin in the 
Finance Committee. 

But rather than meet the president’s unwise chal- 
lenge with a strong bipartisan alternative, the House 
Democratic leadership decided to raise the partisan 
stakes even higher by bringing out a $50 billion bill 
that not only expanded SCHIP, but also would curtail 
the private Medicare benefit delivery system that 
Bush favors. 

To add insult to injury, the House Democratic lead- 
ers then took a leaf from the old Republican playbook 
and brought the swollen bill to the floor with minimal 
time for debate and denied Republicans any opportu- 
nity to offer amendments. 

The result was undisguised fury -- and some really 
ugly exchanges on the floor. The worst, given voice by 
former Republican Speaker Dennis Hastert, among 
others, was the charge that the Democrats were open- 
ing the program to illegal immigrants. The National 
Republican Congressional Committee distributed that 
distortion wholesale across the country, in a flurry of 
press releases playing to the same kind of nativist prej- 
udice that sank the immigration reform bill. In fact, 
governors of both parties support the certification sys- 
tem included in the bill for assuring that families meet 
citizenship requirements; the governors know that too 
many legal residents have been wrongly disqualified 
because they could not locate their birth certificates. 

In the end, the House bill passed on a near-party- 
line vote, 225-204, far short of the margin that would 
be needed to override the promised Bush veto. That 
means the program will probably have to be given a 
temporary renewal before the Sept. 30 deadline, and 
eventually, Democrats and the White House will 
negotiate an agreement. 

So it will go down as one more example of an 
unnecessary conflict. No rational human being could 
explain why a program that both parties support and 
both want to continue could ignite such a fight. 

But that is Washington in this era of polarized pol- 
itics. As Congress heads out for its August recess, it 
has accomplished about as much as is usually the case 
at this stage. It passed an overdue increase in the min- 
imum wage and an overdue but healthy package of 
ethics reforms. It moved some of the routine legisla- 
tion. 

But what the public has seen and heard is mainly 
the ugly sound of partisan warfare. The Senate let a 
handful of dissident Republicans hijack the immigra- 
tion bill. Its Democratic leadership marched up the hill 
and back down on repeated futile efforts to circum- 
scribe American involvement in Iraq, then shamefully 
pulled back from a final vote when a constructive 
Republican alternative to the Bush policy was on 
offer. 

The less-than-vital issue of the firing of eight U.S. 
attorneys has occupied more time and attention than 
the threat of a terrorist enclave in Pakistan -- or the 
unchecked growth of long-term debts that could sink 
Medicare and Social Security. 

And when this Congress had an opportunity to take 
a relatively simple, incremental step to extend health 
insurance to a vulnerable population, the members 
managed to make a mess of it. 

It’s no wonder the approval ratings of Congress are 
so dismal.

search by tearing down 
unneccesary sections of the 
building. 

The cameras are on call by 
local law enforcement agencies 
that need help in search rescue 
efforts as well. “It lights up any- 
one on the ground several hun- 
dred yards away,” according to 
Hession. “The cameras can be 
ready on a moment's notice,” he 
added, and they are especially 
useful for nighttime searches. 


Hession has noticed that 
water conservation has 
increased since the addition of 
the cameras. “I have trucks 
coming back with 3/4 of a tank 
of water still in the engine,” he 
said. “And the fire is completely 
out.”

Bonds hits No. 756 to break Aaron’ S home run record

SAN FRANCISCO — For 
one spectacular moment, 
Barry Bonds and everybody 
cheering him could forget 
about the controversy sur- 
rounding his chase and appre- 
ciate the phenomenal feat: 
756. 

Nobody in the majors — 
not Hank Aaron, not Babe 
Ruth — has ever hit more 
home runs than the San 
Francisco star. 

On Tuesday night, in his 
home ballpark, it didn’t matter 
how many of them might have 
been fueled by steroids or per- 
formance-enhancers. Bonds 
has the title of home run king 
all to himself, ending Aaron’s 
33-year reign. 

“This record is not tainted 
at all. At all. Period,” Bonds 
said. 

And more than 43,000 
adoring Giants fans, including 
his godfather, Hall of Famer 
Willie Mays, surely agreed. 

Bonds raised both arms 
over his head like a prize 
fighter in victory, fists 
clenched — and then he took 
off. 

It was over at long last. 

Bonds did it with a shot to 
the deepest part of the ball- 
park with one out in the fifth 
inning against Washington’s 
Mike Bacsik. 

Bonds sent the 84-mph 
fastball arcing high into the 
night, 435 feet into the right- 
center field seats. And then, 
the celebration began in force 
— fireworks, streamers, ban- 
ners commemorating the 
accomplishment, and even a 
party in McCovey Cove. 

Conspicuous by their 
absence were the commission- 
er and Hammerin’ Hank him- 
self. 

Though he was on hand for 
the tying homer three days 
ago, deciding to put baseball 
history ahead of the suspi- 
cions plaguing the Giants 
slugger, Bud Selig wasn’t 
there for the record-breaking 
home run. 

Instead, he sent two emis- 
saries, Major League Baseball 
executive vice president 
Jimmie Lee Solomon and Hall 
of Famer Frank Robinson. 
Selig also issued a statement. 

“While the issues which 
have swirled around this 
record will continue to work 
themselves toward resolution, 
today is a day for congratula- 
tions on a truly remarkable 
achievement,” Selig said. 

Bonds also heard personal- 
ly from the commissioner 
with congratulations. 

“I was very happy about 
that,” Bonds said. 

As for Aaron, he said all 
along he had no interest in 
being there whenever and 
wherever his record was bro- 
ken. He was true to his word, 


but he did offer a taped mes- 
sage of congratulations that 
played on the stadium’s video 
board during a 10-minute, in- 
game tribute. 

“It is a great accomplish- 
ment which required skill, 
longevity and determination,” 
he said. 

“Throughout the past cen- 
tury, the home run has held a 
special place in baseball and I 
have been privileged to hold 
this record for 33 of those 
years. I move over now and 
offer my best wishes to Barry 
and his family on this historic 
achievement. 

“My hope today, as it was 
on that April evening in 1974, 
is that the achievement of this 
record will inspire others to 
chase their own dreams.” 

A woman who answered 
the phone at Aaron’s home in 
Georgia shortly after Bonds’ 
homer said that Aaron was 
asleep. 

“When I saw Hank Aaron 
that made everything,” Bonds 
said. “We’ve always loved 
him. He’s always the home 
run king.” 

President Bush, through 
spokesman Tony Snow, con- 
gratulated the slugger on 
Wednesday, though Snow said 
the president was most likely 
asleep when Bonds connect- 
ed. 

“No, no call to Barry 
Bonds. The president does 
congratulate Barry Bonds on 
breaking really one of the 
most treasured records in all 
of sports,” Snow said. “The 
home run record is one that 
has always captured the imag- 
inations of sports fans and it 
obviously was an historic 
occasion.” 

With a long, satisfied stare, 
Bonds watched as the ball 
sailed over the fence and dis- 
appeared into the scrum in the 
first few rows. 

Then he raised both arms 
over his head like a victorious 
prize fighter, fists clenched, 
and took off. 

“I knew I hit it,” Bonds 
said. “I knew I got it. I was 
like, phew, finally.” 

His 17-year-old batboy son, 
Nikolai, was already bouncing 
on home plate as Dad rounded 
third and ran the final 90 feet 
to make it official. 

After a long embrace, the 
rest of the family joined in — 
his mother, two daughters and 
wife. And then there was 
Mays, who removed his cap 
and congratulated his godson 
on the record. 


Bonds saved his most 
poignant words for last, 
addressing his late father, 
Bobby. 


“My dad,” he said, looking 
to the sky and choking back 
tears. “Thank you.” 

Bonds had wanted to break 
the record at home, where he 
would be assured of a friendly 


crowd. They were all right, 
unlike in San Diego where 
some fans held up signs with 
asterisks. 

Bonds has always denied 
knowingly using perfor- 
mance-enhancing drugs. 

After doubling and singling 
his first two times up, Bonds 
hit a solo home run. Bacsik 
put his left hand to the back of 
his head as soon as Bonds 
connected. 

“I dreamed about it as a 
kid, but when I dreamed about 
it, I was the one hitting the 
home run and not giving it 
up,” Bacsik said. 

“I didn’t really want to be 
part of history as a bad part, 
but I am,” he said. “I’m OK 
with it.” 

Bacsik later spoke with 
Bonds and got an autographed 
a bat from the Giants star. 

Bonds took his position in 
left field to start the sixth, then 
was replaced and drew anoth- 
er standing ovation. The 
Nationals won the game, 8-6.

A fan wearing a Mets jer- 
sey wound up with the historic 
ball. Matt Murphy of New 
York emerged from the stands 
with the souvenir and a blood- 
ied face, and was whisked to a 
secure room. 

Even with Bonds at the top 
of the chart, fans will surely 
keep debating which slugger 
they consider the true home 
run champion. 

Some will continue to cling 
to Aaron while other, older 
rooters will always say it’s 
Babe Ruth. 

“Its all about history. 
Pretty soon, someone will 
come along and pass him,” 
Mays said before the game. 

Aaron held the top spot for 
12,173 days after connecting 
for No. 715 to pass the Babe 
on April 8, 1974. 

“This is the greatest record 
in all of sports,” Giants man- 
ager Bruce Bochy said. “We 
are all fortunate to witness it. 
It’s awesome. This road to his- 
tory has been a lot of fun.” 


Bonds homered exactly 
three years after Greg Maddux 
earned his 300th victory at the 
same ballpark. It’s been quite 
a week of baseball milestones 
— over the weekend, Alex 
Rodriguez hit his 500th home 
run and Tom Glavine won No. 
300. 

A seven-time NL MVP, the 
43-year-old Bonds hit his 
22nd home run of the year. 
Bonds broke Mark McGwire’s 
single-season record by hit- 
ting 73 in 2001 and while he’s 
no longer such a force, oppos- 
ing pitchers remain wary. 

Bonds and Giants manage- 
ment bickered in the offseason 
over contract issues. This big 
night was the main reason 
owner Peter Magowan 
brought back the star left 
fielder for a 15th season in 
San Francisco, signing him to 
a $15.8 million, one-year con- 
tract. 

Bonds’ once-rapid quest for 
the record had slowed in 
recent years as his age and 
balky knees diminished his 
pace. He hit 258 home runs 
from 2000-04, but has only 53 
since then. 

While steroids have tinged 
Bonds’ pursuit, it was race 
that was the predominant 
issue when Aaron broke 
Ruth’s mark in 1974. Aaron 
dealt with hate mail and death 
threats from racist fans who 
thought a black man was not 
worthy of breaking the record 
set by a white hero, the 
beloved Babe. 

Bonds was destined for 
stardom at an early age. The 
son of All-Star outfielder 
Bobby Bonds and the godson 
of one of the game’s greatest 
players, Bonds spent his 
childhood years roaming the 
clubhouse at Candlestick 
Park, getting tips from Mays 
and other Giants. 

“I visualized him playing 
sports at a high level. He was 
5 when he was in my locker 
all the time,” Mays said. 

In a matter of years, Bonds 
went from a wiry leadoff hit- 
ter with Pittsburgh in 1986 to 
a bulked-up slugger. That 
transformation is at the heart 
of his many doubters, who 
believe Bonds cheated to 
accomplish his feats and 
should not be considered the 
record-holder. 

There are plenty of fans 
already hoping for the day that 
Bonds’ total — whatever it 
ends up — is topped. 
Rodriguez may have the best 
chance, with his 500 home 
runs at age 32 far ahead of 
Bonds’ pace. 

Bonds said he hadn’t yet 
thought beyond 756. He plans 
to play in 2008. 

“TIl tell you one thing: I’m 
going to hit a lot better from 
now on,” he said after a cham- 
pagne celebration in the club- 
house. 
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Tryson gets

LONG POND, Pa. — Pat 
Tryson was down in the 
dumps after he was fired by 
Roush Racing after barely half 
a season, leaving the veteran 
crew chief wondering when 
he’d ever get another shot to 
lead a team to a champi- 
onship. 

He didn’t have to wait long. 

As soon as Tryson had been 
unceremoniously dumped as 
Greg Biffle’s crew chief, he 
received calls from almost 
every other team in the 
garage. After only a day or so 
of unemployment, Tryson 
went from worry to relief: He 
would get his second chance, 
he just had to choose the right 
team. 

Enter Kurt Busch. 

The former Nextel Cup 
champion was on his second 
crew chief of the season, one 
who had told him he wasn’t 
interested in the full-time job. 
Busch was out of a spot for 
the Chase for the Nextel Cup 
because of a hefty points 
penalty and a list of races 
where he blew an opportunity 
to run out in front. 

“We had to get the right 
guy on top of the pit box,” 
Busch said. 

He found him in late June 
when Penske Racing hired 
Tryson to jolt the team back 
into Cup contention. So far, 
the combination has revital- 
ized Busch and made him a 
contender again with three 
top-10s in the last four races, a 
win at Pocono Raceway and a 
spot in the top 12 in the points 
standings. 

If Tryson and Busch can 
keep their hot streak going 
over the final five races of the 
26-race regular season and

second chance at Chase with Busch 


hold off Dale Earnhardt Jr., 
that spot in the Chase will be 
secured. 

“Im going to do every- 
thing I can to make it and I 
know Kurt will,” Tryson said. 
“It doesn’t matter who we 
bump out as long as we get 
in.” 

Perhaps familiarity has 
played a role in their resur- 
gence. Busch and Tryson were 
at Roush Racing together 
when Busch drove the No. 97 
Ford and Tryson was crew 
chief for Mark Martin’s team. 

Tryson put Martin into the 
Chase the past two seasons 
and Busch made it the first 
two years of NASCAR’s 
revamped championship sys- 
tem, but failed to qualify last 
season. 

Tryson hooked on with 
Biffle at Roush this season, 
the fallout of a disappointing 
2006 season for the driver. 
But with Biffle floundering at 
16th in the points standings 
and with only one top-five fin- 
ish, Tryson was dumped in 
May. Biffle has said Tryson

was fired against the driver’s 
wishes. 

“You’re working real hard 
trying to get things better and 
all of a sudden it doesn’t work 
out,” Tryson said. “You’re at a 
pretty low point. The fortunate 
part for me was when I left, 
there was a lot of interest and 
a lot of good people who 
called. I think I made the right 
decision for me.” 

Busch was reeling from the 
loss of crew chief Roy 
McCauley, who is on leave as 
he tends to his ailing wife. 
Troy Raker took the job on an 
interim basis, but told Busch 
he had no interest in keeping 
the job for the rest of the sea- 
son. 

Busch said he believed 
McCauley was the right man 
for the job and tried to per- 
suade him to stay on the pit 
box. When McCauley 
declined, Busch targeted 
Tryson to turn his season 
around. 

“He’s a big-picture kind of 
a guy,” Busch said. “In the 
past, it might have been, ’OK, 


we failed this weekend, let’s 
go try again next weekend,’ 
and we didn’t get it. With Pat, 
it just seems like a long-term 
program.” 

Busch was knocked out of 
his spot in the Chase after a 
points penalty stemming from 
his reckless driving at Dover 
plummeted him to 17th in the 
standings. With Tryson calling 
the shots, Busch surged back 
to 13th entering the 
Pennsylvania 500 and quali- 
fied second. 

The 2004 series champion 
turned in the most dominant 
performance ever on the trian- 
gular 2 1/2-mile track, leading 
175 of 200 laps and snapping 
a 5l-race winless drought. He 
nudged his way into the top 12 
and turned a 13-point deficit 
behind Junior into a seven- 
point edge. 

It was Busch’s first win 
since March 26, 2006, at 
Bristol. 

“You slip up just a little bit 
in the top 10 and you find 
yourself on the outside look- 
ing in,” Busch said. “I’ve def- 
initely put on a different 
thinking cap since Dover. That 
situation has reminded me of 
what I can do in the race car 
and what I better do.” 

Now Tryson and Busch are 
poised to qualify for the Chase 
and race for the champi- 
onship. Having a shot at a title 
that seemed out of reach for 
both of them only six races 
ago has been a huge confi- 
dence boost, and showed 
Tryson that somehow every- 
thing really would work out 
for the best. 

“The working relationship 
is there for me and kind of a 
like a perfect fit so far,” 
Tryson said. “Hopefully it 
stays that way.” 


The 1-year countdown to 2008 Olympics begins in Beijing

BEIJING — As fireworks 
exploded over Tiananmen 
Square on Wednesday night, a 
troupe of 200 youthful singers 
on a glittering stage below 
belted out the theme song to 
mark the one-year countdown 
for the Beijing Olympics: “We 
Are Ready.” 

Make that almost ready. 

The city’s filthy air, which 
International Olympic 
Committee President Jacques 
Rogge warned could force the 
rescheduling of some events, 
is an embarrassment for the 
most expensive and anticipat- 
ed Olympics in a generation. 

Rogge’s comments earlier 
in the day took nothing away 
from the 2 1/2-hour show, 
broadcast live across China. 
Actor Jackie Chan and basket- 
ball player Yao Ming had their 


brief moments onstage, shar- 
ing it with ethnic dancers, 
flashy costumes and China’s 
top officials, who promised 
the games will showcase the 
country’s rising political and 
economic clout. 

“On this very day next 
year, the Beijing Olympics 
will be declared open,” said 
Liu Qi, president of the 
Beijing organizing committee. 
“People from all over the 
world are looking forward to 
that day.” 

Rogge was a perfect guest 
among 10,000 people attend- 
ing the show, saying China 
was “opening itself to the 
world in new ways” and that 
the Olympic venues “look 
fantastic.” 

Hours before, however, the 
normally cautious Belgian 
was blunt, warning that the 
thick smog that has blanketed

Padraig Harrington was 
among the brave. He teed off 
shortly before noon to play 18 
holes as the temperature 
climbed toward 100 degrees, 
and it looked even hotter with 
a flame shooting from the top 
of a refinery on the horizon. 
An elderly gentleman 
approached to say he was 
from Ireland, and Harrington 
looked toward the blazing 
sun. 

“You’re a long way from 
home,” he said. 

They are a long way from 
the gray skies and cold rain of 
Carnoustie, where Harrington 
won three weeks ago. 

Heat figures to be as intim- 
idating as anything defending 
champion Tiger Woods might 
do at Southern Hills, which 
has a history of hosting some 


of the hottest majors. Retief 
Goosen, who won the U.S. 
Open here in 2001, played 
nine holes and went through 
five bottles of water. 

Not too many players went 
more than nine holes, if that 
much. 

“I can’t imagine anyone 
practicing a lot,” Chad 
Campbell said. “You don’t 
want to wear yourself out.” 

Woods stopped playing a 
practice round on Wednesday 
at the majors a few years ago, 
and he must have been espe- 
cially glad to have changed 
his routine at Southern Hills. 
He arrived about 8 a.m. and 
hit balls for an hour before he 
headed towards the putting 
green. 

The world’s No. 1 player 
has one last chance to add a 
major to his collection this 
year, and there are mixed feel- 
ings about his chances.

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Pads to cut ties with Wells, whose career could be over

SAN DIEGO — David 
Wells is finished with his 
hometown San Diego Padres, 
and it’s possible that baseball 
has seen the last of the boister- 
ous left-hander known as 
Boomer. 

General manager Kevin 
Towers said Wednesday that 
the Padres will cut ties with 
the struggling 44-year-old on 
Thursday in order to activate 
All-Star Chris Young from the 
disabled list. 

Towers and manager Bud 
Black met with Wells on 
Tuesday night after the 
Padres’ game in St. Louis, 
telling him that he wouldn’t 
be making his scheduled start 
on Saturday against 
Cincinnati. 

“We kind of laid out some 
options for him,” Towers told 
The Associated Press by 
phone. “If he still wanted to 
play, we’ll designate him for 
assignment and see if other 
clubs have interest, or if he 
wants to hang them up, he can 
retire. We’re waiting for him 
to get back to us.” 

It was unknown whether 
Wells will retire or try to fin- 
ish the season with another 
team. 

Wells’ locker at Busch 
Stadium was cleaned out on 
Wednesday. His agent, Gregg 
Clifton, said Wells was flying 
to the hunting ranch in 
Michigan that he co-owns 
with former big leaguer Kirk 


Gibson. 

Towers called the 235- 
game winner one of the best 
left-handers ever, and said it 
was tough to let him go. 

“He’s had a pretty remark- 
able career,” Towers said. 
“He’s been a great teammate. 
It’s going to be tough not to 
have his presence in the club- 
house. I'll miss that.” 

Wells was 0-3 with a 14.33 
ERA in his last four starts, and 
5-8 with a 5.54 ERA overall 
this season. 

He seemed all but finished 
with baseball at the end of last 
season, when the two-time NL 
West champion Padres were 
eliminated from the playoffs 
by the St. Louis Cardinals. He 
said then that it would take a 
“stupid” offer to get him back

in uniform. 

Wells agreed in January to 
return to the Padres for one 
year, with $3 million in base 
pay and the chance to make 
another $4 million in incen- 
tives. He’d earned about $2.9 
million in incentives. 

Clifton feels there will be a 
market for the big lefty, per- 
haps even in the NL West. 

“I think based upon what 
David has done for his career 
and his season, his veteran sta- 
tus and what he brings to a 
team, I do think there would 
be a lot of interest in adding 
him to a roster for the stretch 
run,” Clifton said by phone 
from his office in the Phoenix 
area. 

The Padres will have 10 
days to trade Wells or place 


him on unconditional release 
waivers. If he clears waivers 
he would be a free agent. 

If Wells retires, he will 
have gone out as irascible as 
ever, even clashing with none 
other than commissioner Bud 
Selig. 

Last week, Selig fined 
Wells $5,000 for comments he 
made in July after he was sus- 
pended seven games and fined 
$3,000 for his animated argu- 
ment with an umpire who 
ejected him on July 7. As he 
left the field that day, Wells 
fired a baseball into the screen 
behind home plate. 

Wells, who’s chirped often 
at the umps this year, had 
appealed both punishments. 

One of the comments that 
bugged the commissioner was 
when Wells called baseball’s 
discipline czar, Bob Watson, 
“a henchman and a yes man 
for Bud Selig.” 

Wells learned to play base- 
ball by playing catch with 
members of the Hells Angels 
in San Diego’s rough-edged 
Ocean Beach district. 

He was a former resident of 
the Bronx Zoo and has been 
one of baseball’s notable party 
animals. 

In his autobiography, Wells 
wrote that he had a “skull-rat- 
tling hangover” when he 
pitched a perfect game for the 
New York Yankees against 
Minnesota in 1998. 

Also in 1998, he won Game 
1 of the World Series against 
the Padres, starting a four- 


game sweep by the Yankees. 

Including his 2-0 loss to the 
Cardinals in October, Wells is 
10-5 with a 3.17 ERA in 27 
career postseason appear- 
ances, including 17 starts. He 
also won a World Series ring 
with Toronto in 1992. 

But he’s struggled recently, 
including Monday night when 
the Cardinals tied a major 
league record with 10 consec- 
utive hits in a 10-run fifth 
inning. He gave up seven runs 
and 11 hits in four-plus 
innings. 

“Father time catches up 
with all of us,” Towers said. 
“It wasn’t anything mechani- 
cal. He still had a great deliv- 
ery. It’s tougher for him to go 
deeper in ballgames. He prob- 
ably didn’t have the velocity 
he once had, and the pinpoint 
location that he’s always 
relied on. 

“T will say that every time 
he went out there, he gave you 
everything he had and battled 
as well as he could. It happens 
to all of us, even one of the 
great ones.” 

Wells, who came up with 
Toronto in 1987, is 235-156 
with a 4.12 ERA lifetime with 
eight teams. He pitched for the 
Padres in 2004, signed with 
Boston before the 2005 season 
and was traded back to San 
Diego last Aug. 31 for the 
stretch run. 

Recently acquired lefty 
Wilfredo Ledezma is a candi- 
date to start Saturday. 


Wake Forest assigns Dino Gaudio as successor to Skip Prosser

WINSTON-SALEM, N.C. 
- More than two decades ago, 
Gaudio replaced Prosser at a 
parochial high school in West 
Virginia and eventually led 
that team to a state title. On 
Wednesday, Wake Forest 
chose Gaudio to again take 
Prosser’s place, this time to 
replace his late mentor in the 
cutthroat Atlantic Coast 
Conference. 

“Just like this situation, he 
left me good players,” Gaudio 
said. “Following him was a 
terrific tribute. He laid the 
foundation, set the table and it 
all worked out, and I hope the 
same thing happens here.” 


Wake Forest athletic direc- 
tor Ron Wellman, who signed 
Gaudio to a five-year contract, 
praised the 50-year-old 
Gaudio for his strength during 
the two weeks of grieving that 
followed Prosser’s July 26 
death from an apparent heart 
attack. While making such a 
long-term commitment to a 
coach with a career record of 
68-124 might appear unusual, 
Wellman said he never con- 
sidered hiring an interim 
coach. 

“That is the worst-case sce- 
nario for a coach to be in,” 
Wellman said. “What you’re 
saying is that you’re a lame 
duck. And how you coach is 
after every (game), the players 


start thinking you’re a lame 
duck. ... That was not an 
option that I was interested in 
whatsoever. 

“Quite frankly, I expect that 
to be the first contract (of 
many) for Dino,” he said. He 
declined to discuss the value 
of Gaudio’s deal, as is the 
practice at the private school. 

The speedy hire also 
appeared aimed at emphasiz- 
ing stability and continuity to 
a recruiting class that’s ranked 
as one of the nation’s best. 
Among the commitments are 
forward Al-Farouq Aminu of 
Norcross, Ga. (ranked No. 3 
nationally by Scout.com), and 
center Ty Walker of 
Wilmington (ranked No. 14

NAPA — Derrick Burgess 
might be healthy enough to 
practice with the Oakland 
Raiders, but he’s still not 
ready to play in a game. 

Burgess was ruled out of 
Saturday’s preseason opener 
against Arizona by coach 
Lane Kiffin, who says the 
team will continue to take a 
cautious approach with its 
two-time Pro Bowl defensive 
end. 

“I just don’t want to put 
Derrick out there right now,” 
Kiffin said. “He’s only been 
back for a couple days and it’s 
not worth it to put him out 
there full speed right now. 
We’ve got three more games 
after this.” 

Burgess only started prac- 
ticing with the rest of his 
teammates this week after 
beginning training camp on 
the physically unable to per- 
form list as a result of hernia 
surgery in June. 

He took minimal reps with 
Oakland’s starting defense 
Wednesday, but spent most of 
the morning practice as a 
spectator. 

Fourth-year veteran Chris 
Clemons and rookie Jay 
Richardson alternated work- 
ing in Burgess’ absence. 

The Raiders have also been 
taking a long look at third- 
round draft pick Quentin 
Moses, who has been working 
on the opposite end of 
Burgess with Oakland’s 
starters. 

Burgess, who has 27 sacks 
over the last two seasons and 
set a franchise record two 
years ago with 16, is in no 
rush to hurry back. 

“You always need presea- 
son just to get the rust off; it’s 
not more important than my 
body,” Burgess said. “So I 
need to make sure I’m healthy 


enough and well enough to 
come in and do what I do. 
There’s no such thing as game 
shape because you’re always 
going to be tired. It’s just a 
fact of me being comfortable 
with my body and what I’m 
doing.” 

Burgess hoped to become 
more financially comfortable 
in the offseason. 

Entering the third year of a 
five-year, $18 million deal he 
signed as a free agent in 2005, 
Burgess says he was led to 
believe that the Raiders would 
be renegotiate his contract 
after reaching double-digit 
sacks in each of the past two 
seasons. 

Senior personnel executive 
Mike Lombardi was fired in 
May, however, and no new 
offer ever came. The Raiders 
have reasons for holding off 
on a new deal for Burgess. 

They have yet to sign their 
first-round draft pick, quarter- 
back JaMarcus Russell, and 
will likely have to pay close to 
$30 million in guaranteed 
money to get him in. 

Burgess, on the other hand, 
is signed through 2009 and 
only carries a $1.5 million 
base salary this year. 

“Hopefully they decide 
they want to give me a new 
contract, cool,” Burgess said. 
“If not, hey, it’s a business, 
you got to remember that. The 
only part I want everybody to 
understand, like I tell the 
young cats, always treat it like 
one. That’s it.” 

The Raiders are hoping to 
give Burgess some relief on 
the field after two years of 
being the focal point in 
Oakland’s pass rush. 

Moses has been the most 
impressive rookie in camp 
and has been practicing with 
the team’s starting defense 
since the first day of the pre-

Kiffin has called Moses

California businesses, as well 
as cuts to public transit fund- 
ing and social service agen- 
cies. 

“They’re shooting them- 
selves in the foot,” Nunez, D- 
Los Angeles, said in a tele- 
phone interview. “Why would 
I agree to any budget that is 
worse for Democrats than the 
budget that we closed on? I 
just couldn’t do that.” 

Partly at issue is a $700 mil- 
lion deficit that Senate Repub- 
licans want to eliminate, while 
Democrats say they have cut 
enough. The amount repre- 
sents about one half of 1 per- 
cent of the state’s overall bud- 
get. 

Nunez’s comments were 
intended to prod senators into 


action and encourage the Sen- 
ate to strike a deal before law- 
makers return from summer 
recess Aug. 20. 

The stalled negotiations 
have frustrated not only law- 
makers but also Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger. The Repub- 
lican governor has said he sup- 
ports the Assembly’s version 
of the budget and wants it 
approved so he and lawmakers 
can move on to major policy 
issues such as health care 
reform. 

As Nunez was scolding 
Senate Republicans, the Sen- 
ate’s leader also was trying to 
exert pressure. 

Senate President Pro Tem 
Don Perata, D-Oakland, con- 
vened a news conference 
Wednesday to say he is done 
negotiating. He also said no 
legislation will move until 
Republicans capitulate and 
approve the budget. 


“The Senate will take up no 
issues — none,” Perata said. 

The Senate has voted 
against the spending plan 
twice because it cannot reach 
the two-thirds majority needed 
to pass it. At least two Repub- 
lican votes are needed in the 
40-member chamber, and so 
far only one of the 15 GOP 
members has voted for it. 

Senate Minority Leader 
Dick Ackerman, R-Tustin, 
criticized the Democratic lead- 
ers for refusing to continue 
negotiations on the budget and 
what he considers related poli- 
cy issues. 

“That’s not really a respon- 
sible position,” he said. “It’s 
not going to happen unless 
people talk.” 

Among the other issues 
Republicans want addressed is 
how state environmental laws 
are applied to local govern- 
ments.
